HE CALIFORNIA HEN 

Department of Agriculture  statisti- 
cians anrounce that the American hen pro- 
duces 760 eggs a second. In view of the 
high rate of speed at which eggs are con- 
sumed by the American public this figure 
seems small. When applied to California 
production, however, it proves that Califo-- 
nia in general and Southern California ir 
particular is a sluggard in egg production. 
Poultrymen in California not only have not 
reached the saturation point of production, 
but they do not so much as supply their 
j home market. 

The total California egg production is 
equal to the national] production for eigh- 
teen days. or about 4% per cent of the 
number of eggs laid annually by the Ameri- 
can hen. The American hen does all its 
cackling over the paltry production of 665,- 
664,000 a day, little more than half an egg 
for each inhabitant. The Northern Califor- 
nia rooster has more to crow about than his 
southera brother, for the working sex of 
the family lays down 821,578,788 eggs a 
year in the north as against 353,309,112 in 
the south, making a total of 1,174,887,900 
eges a year for the whole Btate. ' 

Last year California supplied only 80 per 
cent of the egg products consumed in Los 
Angeles and during the year 113,580 cases 
of eggs were shipped into California from 
poultry sections of the Northwest. During 
the last eight years production has in- 
creased greatly, but still lags fa: behind the 
home market's demands, to say nothing of 
the American demand as a whole. The 
south increased production by 74.5 per cent 
between 1919 and 1927, the north showed 
an increase of 44.8 per cent—659.6 for the 
whole State. 

In producing 23,725,000,000 neat little 
packages of edible material last year, the 
Americar hen did produce 16 per cent of 
the wealth from live-stock products. The 
Amerivan cow produced the most in value 
and the American pig was runner-up, but 
the hen with its smal! and fragile unit of 
production kept so busy during working 
hours that it came in a good third. A very 
large percentage of the total of egg produc- 
tion was marketed in small portions from 
small producers, again showing how a lot 
of small things can nearly equal a few big- 
ger things. 

But bere in Southern California where 
poultry production can be organized under 
ideal conditions, the California hen has been 
lying down on the job instead of laying 
her share of eggs. There is wealth in the 
poultry ‘business, especially when it is a 
business. A poultryman should know the 
hen, its eccentricities, its diseases, its 
proper diet, and its potential production 
under given conditions, but given the 
knowledge required and proper equipment 
he can find a ready market for his product 
in Southern California and not only is in 
no danger of overproduction at present, but 
is lagging behind about 20 per cent.

T LOOKS very much to us as 

though the lawyers were be- 

ginning to get in their dirty 
work on football. The legal 
gentiemen have ruined about 
everything else that was really 
interesting in the country and 
from the way we're getting new 
and involved ruies for the grid- 
irom game we are about due to 
have the one big American sport 
legisiated into a state of utter 
futility. It has reached the point 
now where the only chance you 
have to get justice in court is 
on a technicality,. your chances 
of Heaven or Hell, according to 
some folks seem to depend 
largely on your interpretation of 
some mysterious doctrine or oth- 
er and now they're getting the 
football rulings so invelved and 
mixed up that we'll have chief 
justices sitting In solemn judg- 
ment on the sidelines and be us- 
ing attorneys instead of football 
coaches to bring us victory on the 
gridiron. 

Rules are all right, probably 
you have to have them and in 
ail probability the average foot- 
ball official can take a set of or- 
dinary rules and run off a game 
im pretty good shape. But the 


trouble commences when you be- . 
gin to leave room for “interpre-° 


tations” of the rules. Then you 
get lots of grief. What one af- 
ficial sees as a muff of a tateral 
pass, another official will see as a 
straight out-and-out fumbie. 
What one official lets go by as 
legitimate hard football another 
oficial will call intentional 
roughness. Our own personal 
guess is that if they had tet 
football alone at the end of 1926 
they'd have done better by the 
game,

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HEALTH—ADVICE

Q.: What causes goiter? 

A.: Golter is more than an iodine- 
deficiency disease. It is a local manifesta- 
tion of a systemic condition. It is the end- 
product, generally, of mineral! starvation, of 
glandular depletion, of nervous worry and 
of abnormal sexual processés. 

The treatment of goiter via iodine pel- 
lets, pills, injections or inunctions is, to me, 
trying to treat the effects instead of the 
cause. | 

lodine usually succeeds in coagulating the 
tisues with which it comes in contact. If 
this coagulation is confused with goiter 


reduction, then we may say iddine “cures” 
goiter. But it does not. Shrinking is not 
curing. 


Goiter is primarily a deficiency of the 
vitamine and mineral salts coming from de- 
vitalized foods. Eat the vital foods of the 
plant kingdom and golter will shrink or dis 
appear. 

The surgical removal of the thyroid gland 
is fraught with such danger that every 
woman ought to hesitate before she has re 
course to it. 

On second thought she would decide that 
surgery is not the solution. We cannot 
remove a diseased structure and at the 
same time cure the disease. We remove 
the effects of the disease not the cause. 

The exophthalmos or bulging eyelids 
which come from goiter are usually due to 
the pressure of the enlarged gland against 
the delicate vessels-nourishing the eyeball. 

When the goiter is reduced by the ab- 
stemious diet of fruits and vegetables, the 
exophthalmos usually recedes. 


Get ample vitamines in the diet and min-’ 


eral starvation ceases. Get the mineral 
salts in the wholesome greens and fruits 
and the thyroid gland is well nourished. 

Free yourself of worry. Calm the nerv- 
ous system. Get into a relaxed mental state. 
It is not as difficult as you believe. Self- 
control is the key—moderation the means. 

Take sun baths. Apply frequent cold, 
compresses around the neck. Massage the 
neck muscles and the cervical structures 
frequently and repeatedly. 

Goiter is intrinsically a disease due to 
wrong diet. Thus it responds readily to 
diet. 


Q.: . What will bufld up the red corpus- 
cles in blood most readily? 

A.: Medical classification. recognizes 
several types of anemia. 

There is one type in which oon is a com- 
plete asbence of red corpuscles. There is 
another in which one has sufficient corpus- 
cles but an insufficient amount of hemoglo- 
bin, the substance which makes the blood 
red. 

Blood deficiencies usually come froul dis- 
eases of the blood-forming organs. 

The white corpuscles of the blood are 


_ Manufactared by the lymph glands.of which 
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The red corpuscles of the blood are manu- 
factured by the bone-marrow. 

When anemia takes piace, it is usually 
the fault of the blood-forming structures. 

The solution to this disease is irrevocably 
hound up with the general health. 

Anemia, whether pernicious, primary or 
secondary, is part of our gefieral habits, our 
diet and the way we conduct ourselves as a 
whole. 

If we live in confined homes, suffer an 
absence of sunlight, perform only sedentary 
work, subject ourselves to great nervous 
strains—if we are constantly under fear 
and worry, permitting our emotions to domi- 
nate our better judgment—if we waste and 


dissipate our vital energies haphazardly 
and in tely, anemia is inevitably 
the result. 


Nearly one-half of the men and women 
past the age of 50 are anemic in one form 
or another. It is not due to an inadequacy 
of food. Food was never as plentiful. It is 
not due to an insufficiency of the concen- 
trated proteins, meats, eggs, milk, etc. 
These have never been consumed in as 
great a quantity as now. 

Rather is it due to the failure of the body 
to assimilate these foods, to convert them 
into tissue and into energy and thus build 
up resistance. 

The universal prevalence of ‘cofistipation 
and its resultant auto-intoxication is a pri- 
mary catse of anemia. Insufficient per- 
spiration with its clogging poisons retained 
‘by the body is another cause. 

Nervous depletion from nerve strain, 
from worry, and from violent empticns 
sap the -rital energy and thus create a fer- 
tile background for anemia. 

In the solution of the problem of manu- 
facturing more blood, the first thing one 
must do is to get at a diet which will be 


assimilated and absorbed. Fruits and vege- 


tables will usually do this where other diets 

Then one must get into the great out- 
doors. Learn to play. Unloosen your stiff- 
ness and your dignity. Get some of the old- 
time flash and fire, at least mentally even 
though you cannot bear up physically. :

It was in porcelajn that China topped the 
world, and through porcelain that her name 
became a household word im lands that 
knew nothing of her greatness, Large. part 
ot every museum’s pride is its Chinese pot- 
tery; not even the Greeks. could equal it. 
As early as the Han dynasty (206 B.C.— 
221 A.D.) ft became supreme. One city 
alone had 600 kilns; and in 1000 A.D. the 
imperial porcelain works employed 4@ mil- 


lion people. But most of the kilns were 
destroyed in the Taiping Rebellion, and the 


art of the potter rapidly declined. For art 
and war are restless rivals, and man 
periodically interrupts creation in order to 
kill. 

In cloisonne (approximately the same 
process of burning colors into copper as 
porcelain work is the burning of colors into” 
eclay,) in the cutting of jade and ivory, in 
the making of bronzes, the working of 
brass, the carving of lacquer—in all of these 
subtle and complex arts the, Chinese have 
teen mastefs.

It is not 
much “planted owing to the general impres- 
sion that it is of very slow growth, yet it is 
a beautifully formed tree, the foliage being 
of a peculiarly soft, rich green. The tree 
will reach the height of six or eight feet 
within three or four years from the seed. 
When young it is rather pyramidal in form, 
but at three to four ycars old it has a spread 
at the base cf about five feet in diameter. 
After it reaches some seventy-five or a hun- 
dred years old its growth is excessively slow 
—but by that time such speed doesn’t dis- 


tress the original planter.

COVER crop is any crop which is 
A specifically planted, cared for, and 

plowed under in order to increase 
the organic content of the soil. Cover crops 
are of especial importance in California 
farming, because most of the soils in the 
Golden State are low in organic matter and 
nitrogen. Legumes, of course, are most 
commonly grown as green manure crops, be- 
cause they nae these two materials to the 
soil, 

All sorts of cover crops have been tried 
in California. Nonleguminous cover crops, 
however, are absolutely in the discard, be- 
cause they do not have nitrogen fixation 
powers. 

Green manure crops may be divided into 
growing conditions, and those which thrive 
under warmth. The former include the bit- 
ter clover, vetches, Fenugreek and lupines. 
The most common summer crops include 
cowpeas, hubam clover, the biannual sweet 
clover, soy beans, velvet beans and moth 
beans. The necessity for selecting a cover 


crop which is best adapted to Soil condi- 
tions where it will be planted cannot be 
overemphasized. 

Practically any soil in Southern Califor- 
nia will respond to cover cropping. For 
heavy soils, which need to be opened uf, the 
clovers, like the hubam and the alba, have 
proved satisfactory. Fenugreek is also ex- 
cellent for this purpose, These crops have 
strong root systems, and also a rather 
coarse top growth. They are, therefore, 
much better suited for this purpose than 
the vetches. For sandy soils, it is naturally 
desirable to have a succulent crop, like the 
vetches, lupines or cowpeas, which are rap- 
idly decomposed. 

-Melilotus indica, or bitter clover, is the 
most popular winter green manure crop in 
California. It does well under a wide range 
of soil and climatic conditions, is easily es- 
tablished and produces a large tonnage of 
green manure. It is also popular with the 
truck crop growers. The indica is used al- 
most exclusively by the Southern California 
—_efttrus growers. It has been used in the 
pear sections of the Antelope Valley, where 
it has proven successful when seeded ear- 
ly in the fall. In other distvicis, where the 
spring months are not too hot, it has pro- 
duced excellent yields. The bitter clover is 
sometimes grown in combination with pur- 
ple vetch. W. V. Stahl of Zelzah, reports 
yields of from 20 to 25 tons per acre, and 
others have made like records. The com- 
bination seems to work very well. 


VETCHES ARE POPULAR 

The purple vetch is the next most popu- 
lar cover crop. Its use is restricted to the 
cool fall and winter months. In fact, all of 
the vetches are considered as cool climate 
plants. They must be started early, in or- 
der that a good growth will have been se- 
cured before severe weather sets in. At the 
University Farm at Davis, it has been found 
that the wooly podded vetch grows faster 
in cold weather and is earlier than the pur- 
ple vetch. This is an advantage for the 
Sacramento and San Joaquin valleys. 

Huban clover and sweet clover are used 
as summer cover crops. They are planted 
in the springtime, and make a rapid growth 
during the summer months.. Cowpeas are 
also used in the warm weathe months, 
principally in orchards and on light soils. 
The Iron and Brabham: varieties are com- 
monly used because of their nematode re- 
sistance. The hyacinth bean is similar to 
the cowpea, but in the San Joaquin Valley 
it can be planted two weeks earlier. 

The special value of specific varieties of 
cover crops for specific purposes is well il- 
lustrated by burr clover*on rice land, and 
calcarata vetch on cotton in the Imperial 
Valley. 

The time to start the winter cover crop 
is early in the fall, preferably September. 
This insures good growth before cold weath- 
er. If the crop is to be plowed under late 
in spring, then early seeding is not quite as 
necessary. Early seeding is particularly 
desirable in orchards. «This permits earfy 
plowing, and avoids the competition for the 
soll moisture between the cover crop and 
the orchard early in -the spring. The 
vetches have been found to be poorly suited 
for late planting, as they should have made 
a good growth before the cool weather sets 
in. Prof. B. A. Madson of Davis reports

New Berry Past the Probationary Stage 
and Bidding for Sopararity 


By ROSS H. GAST 


FTER several seasons on probation, the 
Young dewberry, or Improved Logan- 
berry, has at last proved its commer- 
cial worth, and, according to conservative 
local growers, promises to take rank with 
other established small fruits in California, 
as it has in the LHast. This hybrid, 
brought into culture as a result of a cross 
between a well-known variety of dewberry 


and the Loganberry, has been found superior. 


in nearly every respect to its parents. 

The Young dewberry, or the “Youngber- 
ry” as it is called by local growers, has an 
interesting history. It is not really a new 
variety except in a commercial sense. 

Because the Loganberry, introduced in 
California back in the nineties would not do 
well in Louisiana, B. M. Young. a nursery- 
man, experimented in the cro.sing of this 
variety with the dewberry. In 1905, he se- 
cured a plant from several hundred seed- 
lings that showed signs of superiority. This 
plant was a strong grower, the fruit was 
large, of better appearance and flavor than 
the Loganberry:. In addition, the hybrid was 
very prolific and matured almost as early 
as the dewberry. Mr. Young discarded the 
plants later because of a change in his busi- 
ness, but had previously given some of 
them to F. Jones of Jeanette, Louisana. Mr. 
Jones later moved to Lancaster, Pennsy!l- 
vania, taking some of the plants of the un- 
developed hybrid with him. He planted 
them in his garden for several years. Al- 
though the cross was successfully made in 
1905, the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture did not receive plants for trial 
until 1921 and it was not until 1924 that 
these came into fruition at the Bell (Mary- 
land) Experiment Station. It was in 1924 
that plants of the new sort were sent to all 
parts of the United States and placed in the 
hands of conimercial growers. Reports of 
its worth are now coming in from all sec- 
tions of the country. 

In Southern California, tie new 
has created a great deal of interest and en- 


sort 


growers. Preston & Knott, of Buena Park, 
large growers of bushberries, and the Acme 
Berry Gardens, Chino, have given the 
Youngberry a thorough trial, and believe 
it will become the most popular commer- 
cial bramble in a few years. These men 
have been in the berry business too long to 
be stampeded. 
AN EXPERT OPINION 

In a recent letter to the writer, one of 
these growers gave the following experi- 
ence with the Youngberry: 

“The Youngberry (or Improved Loganber- 
ry) is an entirely new and distinct variety. 
Although it is a true cross between the Lo- 
ganberry and the Austin dewberry it is very 
superior to either of its parents. It takes 
after the dewberry in productiveness, hardi- 
ness, and freedom from disease. The leayes 
look like a combination of the two varieties. 
The fruit is larger, sweeter, darker red, 


more shiny, and has a much more pleasing 


flavor than either the Logans or the dew- 
berries. The fruit is larger around than the 
Logan and does not have that dusty appear- 
ance that Loganberries have when thorough- 
ly ripe. 

“The berry is a very strong grower and 
should be planted eight feet apart in rows 
six feet across. The vines should trel- 
Hped A very simple support consisting of 

o wires—the lower one two and one half 
feet from the ground and the upper about 
four feet—is ali that is required. 

“The fruiting season is just a few days 
later than that of the Gardena dewberry 
and a very féw days earlier than that of the 
Loganberry. They ripen very fast-—practical- 
ly the entire crop is harvested in thirty 
days. On an average season, in Southern 
California, the bulk of the crop would be 
picked during the first twenty days of June. 
On account of their ripening so fast, their 
immense size, accessibility, and the fact 
that they separate readily from the stems 
they are the cheapest to harvest and the 
fastest berries to pick we have ever grown,

GOOD RESULTS OBTAINED 

Some outstanding results have been se 
cured from the use of green manures it 
many different kinds of farming. J. H. 
Stites of Van Nuys found that land without 
a@ cover crop averaged seventy-seven sacks 
of potatoes to the acre, while adjoining 
plots, with bitter clover, produced 131 sacks 
per acre. The Citrus Experiment station at 
Riverside has found that cover cropping 
with a legume will increase the yield of po 


tatoes 40 per cent, and many similar ob- 


servations have been made throughout the 
section. 

During the past winter, numerous fields 
and orchards planted to bitter clover and 
vetch were covered with storm or flood 
ters. The cover crop in every case served 
to prevent gullying or washing, while in 
adjacent orchards, and in fields left bare, a 
great deal of damage was done. 

Burr clover has given some striking re 
sults with rice in Butte county. Quite by 
accident it was found that where the clover 
grew on rice land which had been allowed 
to lie fallow, increases of twelve to fifteen 
sacks of rice per acre were secured. Burr 
clover is now being used as a cover crop 
in the rice districts. The growers have 
found that it is a native legume, and that 
if the fallow land is cultivated and then ir- 
rigated lightly in September, a good stand 
and a growth of three to four feet high is 
secured without seeding. This is cover . 
cropping with a vengeance. 


In the Imperial Valley, the caicarata . 
vetch is now planted in cotton at the last 
irrigation early in September. By Decem- 
ber, the vetch is 3 to 4 feet high and is 
ready to be plowed under. It has not been 
tried here, but has certainly proven to be 
well adapted to the Imperial Valley, giving 
most excellent results in terms of increased 
cotton yields. 

Cover cropping has not been practiced 
much by the grain growers of California, 
but even here we find a legume which 
seems adaptable. The moth, or mat bean, 
has been found very tolerant of heat and 
drought, thriving where the rainfall is 
twelve inches or more. It is a wonderful “ 
soil improver for grains of all kinds. Prof. 
Bioletti, grape expert of the University of 
California, believes that the moth bean may 
also prove of value for vineyards, as it is 
adapted to interior climatic conditions, and

SOME PROBLEMS 


The value of cover cropping is generally 
becoming well recognized. In Southern 
California, the biggest problem on truck 
land is the fact of the rental value of the 
jand while the cover crop 4s growing. 
However, a crop which adds twenty tons of 
green manure to the acre, will add about 
two hundred pounds of nitrogen, since it 
will average about % of 1 per cent nitrogen. 
This is worth $46 at 23 cents a pound. The 
value of the organic material added is prob- 
ably even more than this. And it is in-terms 
of increased yield and better quality of po 
tatoes, corn cauliflowers, or what not, that 
this value is apparent. 


The problem of irrigation or soil moisture 
is always an important one in cover crop- 
ping. Generally, winter cover crops are 
seeded in September or October and irri- 
gated sufficiently to get a good stand and 
growth during the fall. Irrigation water 
is not always available, and seeding, there- 
fore, has to be delayed at times until the 
winter rains start. In the case of an or- 
chard which is dry farmed, or where irri- 
gation water is very scarce, it may not he 
wise to try cover cropping. 

All those who have used the proper cover 
crops under the proper conditions are ab- 
solutely convinced of their value, in increased 
crop yields and improved quality of product. 
The most apparent immediate result of 
cover cropping is its effect on tilth and an 
increased water holding capacity of the 
soll. It is especially beneficial to tight soils 
which have not taken water readily before 
its use. Cover cropping is practiced on 
about 60 per cent of the ranches of South- 
ern California, and those who have not

Spain. 

Pointing out that shipments of Spanish 
grapes inspected upon arrival in the Unit- 
ed States have been found to be infested 
with this pest, Director Hecke of the Call- 
fornia department points out the extreme 
danger to the Golden State’s horticultural 
interests of having any of these flies get- 
ting loose in this country.

Any abuse or unwise use of quarantine 
power, he points out, would soon bring 
quarantines into such disrepute as to 
cause repeal of quarantine statutes, there 
by placing the crops of this country at the 
mercy of the injurious pests of the world. 
And quarantines, he adds, must be recog- 
nized as the country’s sole de nee in 
preventing the entry into the United States 
of just such extremely injurious pests as 
the Mediterranean fruit fly. 


Reports from the cotton-growing areas 
of California showed a slight improvement 
in the condition of the crop in early Octo 
ber, according to a summary of conditions 
just released by the bureau of agricultural 
economics of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agritulture, co-operating with the 
State Department of Agriculture. On Oc 
tober 1, the condition of the State crop 
was 91 per cent of normal, indicating a 
harvest of 94,000 bales from 127,000 acres. 
The condition of cotton in Lower Califor 
nia, Mexico, on October 1, was reported 
excellent, with prospects of a crop of 665,- 
bales from 110,000 acres. A total Unit- 
ed States crop of 12,678,000 bales is indi- 
cated by the October report, according to 
the Department of Agriculture summary. 


Pest Warfare Costly 


The fumigation of $1,500 acres of citrus 
trees for various insect pests cost the cit- 
rus growers of California $2,300,000 last year 
according to R. S. Woglum, Field Entomol- 
ogist, California Fruit Growers’ Exchange. 

The maximum amount expended for this 
purpose occurred, however, during the sea- 
son 1923-24 when over 90,000 acres Were s0 
treated at a cost of $3,200,000. Aside from 
fumigation, Mr. Woglum stated that 54,000 
acres of citrus Were sprayed as a pest con- 
trol measure at a cost of $1,350,000, making 
a total cost in insect pest control on citrus 
for 1926 amounting to $3, 


Ban Reactor Cattle 
Effective September 1, the Board of Su- 
pervisors of Los Angeles county passed reg- 
ulations requiring the slaughter or return to 
point of origin of all dairy and breeding 


cattle which react to the tuberculin test ~ 


on arrival in this county. This step is 
calculated to give dairymen the benefit of 
making selections from cleaner herds, ac- 
cording to L. M. Hurt, county live-stock in- 
spector and to further limit the importa- 
tion of diseased cattle into Los Angeles 
county. 


Short Crop im Florida: 

The Florida citrus crop will be unusual- 
ly short this year, according to an an- 
nouncement just made by D. W. Wirt of 
Tampa, Fla., president of the citrus ex- 
change. The exchange estimates a total 
State crop of only 14,000,000 boxes, due to 
a late summer drought and a freeze last 
winter. This is more than 1,000,000 
boxes below the yield last year, says the 
exchange head.

The only remaining large cotton ranch in 
the valley is the Holmes place near Indio, 
which has 180 acres planted to cotton this 
year. This crop shows an excellent stand; 
and BE. P. Trowbridge, superintendent of the 
ranch, estimates that much of it will yield 
a bale and three-quarters to the acre. Mr. 
Trowbridge is recognized as a cotton expert, 

nd has produced the largest crops ever 

wn here. His. five-year average is said 
to be the highest for any cotton-producing 
area in the United States. Under his su- 
pervision, the Holmes ranch in 1923 is de 
clared to have produced 347 bales from 246 
acres; in 1924, 369 bales from 231 acres; in 
1925, a total of 356 bales from 228 acres; 
385 bales from 221 acres in 1926. Mr. Trow- 
bridge states that one ten-acre field in 1926 
produced a total of 27 1-2 bales of cotton. 

In addition to cotton, the Holmes ranch 
specializes in dates, and has twenty acres 
planted to the Deglet Noor variety. Some 
of the trees, which were moved to the 
Holmes ranch from Heber, in the Imperial 
Valley, were originally imported from the 
Orient.
